Bani-Sadr said Iran was believed only able 
to fight 65 days in the air and 40 to 45 days on 
land because of the economic sanctions the 
U.S. imposed in retaliation for the seizure of 
the American embassy hostages in Tehran a 
year ago. 

“But we have been fighting for two and a 
half months, because we relied on die human 
element,” Bani-Sadr said. “We have broken 
tile limits.” 

Bani-Sadr spoke during a six-hour inspec- 
tion tour of Isfahan’s air base in central Iran. 
Excerpts of his speech were carried by Iran’s 
official news agency Pars. 

Western experts have said Iran has been 
making dearly exaggerated -daims of Iraqi 
casualties since it mounted its counter- 
offensive 12 days ago. During the first week 
of the counterattack Iran d aimed 1 ,743 Ira- 
qis killed and Iraq d aimed 1,125 fatalities. 
The Iranians claimed 683 Iraqis killed on 
Sunday and Monday and the Iraqis d aimed 
174 Iranians. 

No independent verification is possible of 
any war daim because both countries barred 
foreign newsmen from free movment along 
the two sides of the border. 

Iraq Foreign Minister Saadoun Hammadi 
said in an interview published Tuesday by the 
independent Kuwaiti newspaper Al -Qabos 
that Iraq was moving bade to normal life con- 
ditions two months after war broke out. 

The scholastic year began last week with 
more than 350,000 students attending dasses 
in schools and universities in Baghdad, the 
capital and all other Iraqi dries, Hammadi 
said. 

Foreign business and industrial companies 
whidi fled Iraq in the early days of the war are 
returning, he added, without elaborating.

(to salvage them)... to rally under the banner 
of solidarity and brotherhood " he said. 

The conference was held at the Royal The- 
ater of Amman, 88 kilometers from 
Jerusalem. The monarch exhorted the con- 
ference to" honor the memory " of Saiadin’s 
Hittine battle and other history- making wars 
waged by the early Arabs. 

The Arab League Secretary General 
Chadli Klibi of Tunisia conceded in ter- Arab 
differences were plaguing the Middle-East 
and urged an immediate cessation to the 
Iraq- Iran war “ cm sound bases capable of 
regaining (Iraqi) rights and re-establishing 
good neighborhood ties. ” 

“ It pains us to see that war raging between 
an Arab power and a nation with which we 
have strong bonds of religion and neighbor- 
hood. ” he said. 

King Hussein warned in his welcoming 
speech that “ dissent among Arab states 
could lead to open conflict if it were not 
ironed out". He said it was •* imperative" 
that the Arab nation continue international 
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dialogue to strengthen support for its legiti- 
mate rights, stressing that Zionist expansion 
could not be curbed while the Arab ranks 
remained split. 

He said that besides “ attempts at domina^ 
tion from outside. ” the Arab nation should 
strive to counter economic differences bet- 
ween states which “ weaken Arab economic 
entity,” He cited Egypt? s signature of the 
Camp David peace agreements as an exam- 
ple of the “ concentration by certain coun- 
tries on regional interests at the expense of 
the Arab common cause. ** 

King Hussein pledged to continue his full 
support for the Palestinians in what he 
described as their struggle to regain their full 
legitimate rights. 

Crown Prince Fahd and President Saddam 
Hussein of Iraq highlighted a stream of 12 
heads of state who converged on the Jorda- 
nian capita] for the meeting. The rulers of 
Bahrain, Qatar, the United Arab Emirates 
and Kuwait lent color to the gathering with 
their flowing cloaks and headgear. Also in 
Anunam ware tire premiers of Tunisia and 
Morocco the Sultan of Oman, the presidents 
of Somalia and North Yemen and the vice- 
president of Sudan, in addition to the confer- 
ence host King Hussein of Jordan. 

Syria. Libya, South Yemen and possibly 
Algeria were boycotting the s ummi t, in addi- 
tion to the PLO. The heads of state of Djib- 
outi and Mauritania were expected to arrive 
later in the day, while the president of Leba- 
non was said to be still uncertain about 
attending. 

The PLO formally declared it boycott 
Monday night and hours later, ioforpiaqts 
here said the Syrian peacekeepers ringed 
Palestinian refugee camps around Beirut 
with tank and armored vehicles. 

The Amman meeting was expected to 
weigh the adviability of giving King Hussein a 
mandate to speak on behalf of the Arabs in 
general and die Palestinians in particular.

Cement factory opens in July 


BAHRAIN, Nov. 25 (R) — The Middle 
East’s largest integrated cement factory, 
being built in Saudi Arabia, expects to begin 
full production by July next year, the Saudi- 
Rahraini Cement Company said Tuesday. 
Testing of the first kilo at the SRI. 7 billion 
plant is under way and large-scale production 
of cement from the 1300 - tonne -a- day unit is. 
expected to begin in January’- general man- 
ager Zaher H. Husseini said. 

Three other kilns, each with a similar 
capacity, are expected to be phased in by 
July, he told Reuters in a telephone interview 
from the company's headquarters in Dam- 
mam. Total plant production will be about 

two million tonnes a year. 

Saudi- Bahraini Cement, which has author- 
ized capital of SRI .2 billion and 50 per cent 
paid up. is 85 per cent owned by Saudi Ara- 
bian shareholders and 15 per cent by the 
Gulf Enterprise Company of Bahrain. The 
enterprises company, owned bv the Bahrain 
Government and about 28 leading Bahrainis, 
was formed about a year ago to participate in 
industrial joint ventures. 

Saudi-Bah rai »» Cement was set up five 


years ago and construction of its plant at Ain 
Dar, 60 miles (100 kms) south-west of 
Dammam began in 1978. 

The cement plant, built in the bare desert, 
has its own power plant, quarries, a housing 
estate for over 1,000 people and a 21 -mile 
natural has pipeline linking up with the Ara- 
bian American Oil Company (Aramco). The 
company also has its heavy transport 

Output will be consumed in Saudi Arabia 
and Bahrain, although the company has the 
option to sell to third countries if necessary, 
Husseini said. The raw materials will come 
mostly from Saudi Arabia, including limes- 
tone and day from the company’s quarries 
and gypsum from Oqair in Saudi Arabia, iron 
ore and bauxite will be imported. 

Husseini said financing for the plant is com- 
ing from stockholders, the Saudi Industrial 
Development Fund and lines of credit were 
aicn available from commercial banks in the 
Kingdom.

Beirut gunmen hijack 3 cars 


BEIRUT, Nov. 25 (AP) — Unknown 
gunmen hijacked three cars from the motor- 
cade of Iran's parliament speaker in Beirut 
Tuesday, kidnapped their occupants and then 
released them unharmed after an hour, a 
Lebanese police spokesman said.

readied the presidential palace. 

A spokesman for the Phalange Party said 
the rear car occupants here held for question- 
ing because they were suspected of being 
nationalist Muslim militiamen or Palestinian 
commandos. 

“ They were promptly released when their 
identity was established," die spokesman 
said. “ They have been delivered to speaker 
Rafsanjani at the Lebanese parliament budd- 
ing with an apology ” as spokesman said. 

Rafsanjani made no reference to the inci- 
dent when he poke to reporters after a one- . 
hour meeting with Lebanese parliament

Two students injured in Nablus 


W.Bank campus violence enters second week 



TEL AVIV, Nov. 25 ( AP) — Two Palesti- 
nian students were injured Tuesday in the 
occupied West Bank town of Nablus during a 
campus demonstration ^Israeli troops broke 
up with warning shots and tear gas, a military 
spokesman said. 

The students, both at 22, were injured by 
flying slivers of rock chipped off a wall by 
bullets, the spokesman said. They were 
reported to be in good condition in a Nablus 
bospitaL 

On Monday troops broke up a stone- 
throwing demonstration at Bir Zeit Univer- 
sity and arrested at least 15 students for ques- 
tioning. No injuries were reported. 

Carhpus violence in the West Bank has 
continued into its second week, following the 
military government’s temporary closure of 


Bir Zeit University for holding a handicrafts 
fair called “ Palestine Week. ’’ The students 
viewed the closure as a dampdown on 
academic freedom. 

The demonstration at the Bir Zeit Univer- 
sity reflected Arab anger over new Israeli 
measures to regulate academic life. But wit- 
nesses also reported that the violence began 
when a single unidentified man harangued 
students to demonstrate. 

Shots echoed through the village of Bir 
Zeit, north of Ramallah. as troops chased the 
students into the enclosed campus. Soldiers 
sealed off the town and patrolled its hilly 
streets in jeeps to impose a curfew until the 
campus came under control three hours after 
the opening volley. 

Reporters who evaded army raod blacks to 


briefly witness the action were loaded onto 
one of the dozens of army jeeps in the village 
and taken out. 

In Jerusalem, Palestinian schoolchildren 
burned tires and disrupted traffic but dis- 
persed without further incidents, police 
reported. 

High school dasses also were reported dis- 
rupted in Ramallah and El Bireh, and troops 
forced open Arab business in Ramallah 'to 
break a planned commercial strike soon after 
it began. Students at Betblehm University 
also boycotted dasses. 


Gas bottle blast 
kills 97 at Turkish 
engagement party 

ANKARA, Nov. 25 (Agencies) — A gas 
bottle exploded at a village engagement party 
near here Monday night killing 97 women 
and . children, police said. Most victims 
burned to death within seconds as flames 
engulfed one room where the women and 
children were singing and dancing. 

The prospective bride was among the vic- 
tims of the fire in the small village of Dana a 
Obasi, near Kcrkin, about 12 IX) kilometers 
southeast of Ankara. The village population 
is abour 400, 

As is traditional in Turkey the men and 
women were celebrating the engagement at 
separate parties. Two male villagers who 
tried to rescue their wives and children were 
injured, police said. 

Meanwhile, two policemen were killed by 
terrorists in Istanbul and a suburb of the dty 
in the last two days, according to reports 
received here. 

An informed source said that a policeman 
was shot fatally late Monday by two terrorists 
as he returned to his home at Buyukdcrc. an 
Istanbul suburb. 

The Turkish press reported Monday that 
another policeman was fatally shot by two 
men early Sunday as he was leaving his home 
in the center of the dty to report for duty.

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EUROPE AND REAGAN 

Just before leaving for Washington for talks with the. 
leaders of President-elect Reagan’s side, West German 
Chancellor Schmidt received Mrs. Margaret Thatcher. 
Before that, Schmidt had visited Paris for talks with the 
French president. The theme of their talks was the way 
the European leadership should approach Reagan and 
the probable effects of his regime on the Atlantic 
a$ance in general. The Europeans recognize that the' 
new Republican regime will be one of vast expansion in 
armaments for America, as well as of tougher stance 
toward the allies, so used by now to Carter's less than 
firm handling of foreign policy. 

The European allies, especially the larger ones, have 
been for a long time seeking parity in their relations with 
the United States. France was the first to insist on its 
separate identity as a member of the alliance, reserving 
to itself the right to broker on its own account, in such 
issues as the relations with the Soviet Union and the 
Middle East. Germany’s economic strength has been 
ensuring its voice a special hearing; while Britain, with 
its traditional “special relationship" with the United 
States, as well as its acting as a host to large contingents 
of America's military forces, still thinks of itself as the 
ally nearest to Washington's heart. 

The dilemma of the European allies is that they both 
need America's leadership and protection against the 
Soviet threat, and cannot, given the complexities of the 
international situation, forego the right to make their 
own side-deals. That balance was shattered during the 
Carter administration, because of his vacillation. But the 
fear now is that Reagan might try to overcompensate for 
his predecessor’s weakness as the leader of the Western 
Alliance.

American elections nearly always resemble a 
Turkish wrestling match. Only after the confusion 
of dozens of major contests do the winners stand up 
to be assessed and analyzed. 

More surprising than Reagan's landslide win was 
the Republicans' sweep in the U.S. Senate, a change 
that provides an interesting comparison with the 
previous Senate lineup. The chairmen of Senate 
Committees are chosen on the basis of seniority by 
members of the majority party. Seniority is deter- 
mined by the length of time a senator has served on 
a particular committee, and not by his total time in 
the Senate. For example, if a senator has been in the 
Senate for 30 years, and has only recently become a 
member of the Foreign Relations Committee, he 
must wait in line ‘to be chairman behind any other 
senator who has been a member of the committee 
longer, but who may have been in the Senate only a 
few years. 

Before the Nov. 4 elections, the Democrats held 
59 seats to 41 for the Republicans. The Republicans 
made a net gain of 12 seats, giving them a 53 to 47 - 
majority in the new Congress J wfii(i convenes Jiii , . , ' J

/ On the Foreign Relations Committee, Senator 
‘ Church. Javits, and Stone were defeated . all three 
of whom were strong allies of the Israeli lobby. New 
members of the committee will not be chosen until 
the new Senate convenes, but Senator Charles 
Percy of Illinois, who is first in line for the Republir 
cans, has announced his intention to accept the 
chairmanship of the Foreign Relations Committee. 

Percy has visited the Middle East a number of 
times and has expressed sympathy for the Palesti- 
nians. Perhaps readers will recall that Percy met 
with Yasser Arafat in Beirut during one of his trips 
then came under heavy attack from Zionists upon 1 
his return to the United States. This political pres- 


sure forced Perry to soften his pro-Palestinian 
statements somewhat, but through it all he has 
remained fair and has refused to demagogue against 
the Arabs. 

Although the Foreign Relations Committee has 
virtually no power, its chairman can always exert 
.some influence because of the committee’s promi- 
nence as a platform from which to speak. 

Perhaps even more significant a change is the 
ascendancy of Senator Mark Hatfield, the Oregon 
Republican, to chairmanship of the Senate 
Appropriations Committee. Hatfield introduced an 
amendment earlier this year (which was defeated) 
which would have deprived Israel of U.S. aid money 
for building settlements in the West Bank. The 
appropriations committee does have both power 
and influence because it can withhold money from 
the administration if it chooses. 

Whether or not influence and power will be used 
vis -a -vis the Middle East is an open question. 1 
believe the answer to this question lies in the posi- 
tions taken by the Reagan administration, and the 
extent of support Republican senators will give to 
|e positions. ... . 

. 4i> ^vnd again, Reagan s position on the Middle East 
‘‘^Wil oe dictated by domestic politics, much the same 
as previous presidents have acted. All other things 
being equal it is highly likely that Reagan will 
respond to the pressures of the organized Zionist 
lobby. But there are other factors which may enter 
into his decision-making process. 

1. Support of American Jews has traditionally 
gone to liberals, mostly Democrats. Outside of 
the Zionist leadership in the United States, Jews 
are politically liberal, supporting civil rights and 
civil liberties causes. These positions are in 
direct contrast to the positions of Reagan and his 
right-wing constituency. Thus, unless the 
American Jewish community makes a massive 
shift in political allegiances, Reagan cannot 
count on Jewish support in any event, making 


him less vulnerable to Zionist pressures. 

2. The impact of Reagan’s big business consti- 
tuency on his Middle East decisions can be sig- 
nificant, provided American corporations are 
drilling to exercise their considerable influence 
to try to change American Middle East policy. 
Until now, business corporations have felt no 
pressure from their trading partners in the Arab 
world to use their influence. Business people arc 
typically reluctant to invlove themselves i n polit- 
ical controversy unless they can financially profit 
from it, and will, I believe, continue their reluc- 
tance unless they are subject to some kind of 
political and economic pressure. If the American 
business community were to become organized 
and involved in a counter-lobby, they could 
make a major difference with respect to a new 
U.S. Middle East policy. 

3. The policies of the Arab governments them- 
selves will be especially important A business- 


as-usual attitude on their part will allow Israel to. , 
establish itself as the major influence on Reagan 
early in his presidency. American politicians 
often laugh up their sleeves at how easy it. is to 
maintain cooperation rtf Arab governments with 
respect to o3 and fin andal ma tiers whQe at the 
same time giving Israel everything it asks for. 
The Israel Ambassador to Washington, Ephraim 
Evron. announced the day after the election that he 
would fly to California to establish contact with 
Reagan. No representative of the Arab world has « 
yet announced a similar move. . .•* 

The Senate appears ready to shift to a more baf*,../ 
anced view of the Middle East question-because of 
the changes there. But unless the Arab world moves 
quickly on the diplomatic and political front to pre- 
sent its case to the new Reagan administration, it: 
will have passed up one of the few opportunities it . 
has remaining to bring about a comprehensive 
peace settlement.

NICOSIA - 

Greece’s return to the military wing of NATO 
has slowed thesearchfor a solution to the problems 
that divide the Greek and Turkish communities of 
Cyprus. Frustrated Cypriots complain that Greece 
and Turkey, the backers of the respective com- 
munities, are nowadays more interested in working 
out NATO command responsibilities in the Aegean 
titan they are in the fate of the island. 

Both Athens and Ankara tend to regard Cyprus 
as a diplomatic quagmire. Little progress has been 
made toward a solution since the 1974 Turkish 
invasion of the island and the separation of the two 
fending ethnic groups. 

Inter communal talks were resumed in September 
but, despite the stubborn efforts of U-N. special 
representative, Hugo Gobbi, there has been “no 
progress whatsoever” in the dialogue between the 
delegates of the Greek Cypriot majority and the 
Turkish minority, according to diplomatic sources. 

The talks are held mice a week in the former 
Ledra Palace Hotel, now a United Nations barracks 
in die no-man's land between the two sectors. 
Under Gobbi's pressure, both sides have agreed to 
maintain the secrecy of the talks, which center on 
four key issues: the territorial aspects of any future 
Cyprus federation; its constitution; the resettle- 
ment of the modern quarter of the port dty of 
Famagusta (Varosha); and "good will” measures 
that would ease the hostility erf the protagonists. 

Predictably; each side feels it has little to give. 
The Greek Cypriots are preoccupied with the pres- 
ence of some 26,000 Turkish troops in northern 
Cyprus; the Turkish Cypriots want a separate ter- 
ritorial entity of their own in order to be dwarfed by 
the majority. 

Complicating the negotiations is the prospect of 


an early general election on the Greek side of the 
demarcation line. Greek Cypriot President Spyros ' 
Kyprianou has lost his backing in parliament and ‘ 
appears to be losing that of Athens. 

The Greek decision to rejoin NATO’s military . 
stnioture annoyed the Greek Cypriot community. 
Archbishop Khiysostomos, head of the Greek 
Orthodox Church on the island, called the decision 
“disappointing.” The Greek Cypriot House of :. 
Representative passed a resolution expressing con- 
cern about the re-entry. 

Turkish Cypriots are in no doubt that Greece s " 
return to NATO has bolstered Turkey’s negotiating ' 
position in Cyprus. The feud between the two Cyp- 
riot communities has been an international 
headache since the first serious dashes - in 
December 1963, which prompted the despatch of a 
U.N. peace-keeping force. 

There was some relaxation of tensions between 
1 968 and 1974, ended by a coup d ’etat against the 
island’s Archbishop-President Makarios, directed _ 
from Athens. Thrkey responded by seizing some 36 
per cent in the north of Cyprus where virtually all 
Turkish Cypriots have been resettled. 

Since then, each side has stuck to its guns: the .... 
Greeks basically are only willing to grant the Turks ; 
the status of a minority while the Turks, want ' 
“bizonality.” - ^ 

The stalemente has one dangerous element: . 
unless the Cypriot communities can find middle 
ground, Greece and Turkey might tty to Solve the 
problem themselves by annexation of the Greek 
south by Greece and of the Turkish themselves by ■ 
annexation of the north by Turkey, 

The prospect does not appeal to either commun- 
ity. yet no valid compromise proposals have been / 
made and one day Cyprus might find its destiny slip 
from the bands of its own leaders. After all, as one 
diplomat said, “If s only an island.” - 


Saudi Arabian Press Review 


| Ail newspapers led with King Khalecf s dedica- 
J tionof King Abdul Aziz Naval Base in Ju bail, and 
; the meeting of the Council of Ministers in Aikhobar 
Monday nigh t under King K haled. The King gave 
his directives to Crown Prince Fahd. who will lead 
the Saudi Arabian delegation to the Amman sum- 
mit meeting — that was to open Tuesday. 

The newspapers also gave prominence to Crown 
Prince Fahcfs departure for Amman, and com- 
ments of top officials on the manuevers of the Saudi 
Arabian Royal Navy after the dedication of the 
King Abdul Aziz Naval Base.

While most newspapers published the boycotting 
of the summit by Syria, Algeria, the PLO, and 
Lebanon, Al Riyadh was more optimistic, saying 
• that Algeria will attend and Syria would possibly 
attend the summit meeting. All newspapers also 
published Interior Minister Prince Naif s meeting 
with the Ruler of Kuwait Sheikh Jaber Al Ahmad 
Al Sabah. Al Yom quoted Kuwaiti Premier and 
heir-apparent Sheikh Saad Al- Abdullah Al- , 
Sabah, as saying that Kuwait is keen for further 
cooperation with Saudi Arabia. 

Al Bilad carried an interview with Prince Sultan, 
Minister of Defense and Aviation, in which he said 
that Arab leaders meeting in Amman Tuesday 
should express their determination to achieve the 
objectives of Arabs and confront the enemies of 
| Arabs and Muslims. Meanwhile, Crown Prince 
1 Fahd told Al Medina that the Kingdom’s working 


paper to the conference would follow the Arab 
collective stand. 

Al Medina "quoted an unidentified Palestinian 
official as saying that the PLO was put in a very 
critical situation by the Amman summit, and that 
the organization faced difficult decisions. This is the 
most dangerous and critical situation in the organ- 
izations story in solidarity in the Arab nation, the 
official added. The paper also carried an item on 
last minute attempts to convince Damascus to 
attend the summit meeting. A large Arab delega- 
tion will visit Syria and meet with President Hafiz 
Assad before the opening of the conference in 
Amman, the paper said. 

Al Riyadh highlighted the renewed demonstra- 
tions by Palestinian students in Bit Zeit, Bethlehem 
and Jerusalem, while Al Ja&rah referred to the 
same subject quoting Israel's radio. The paper also 
gave prominence to the declaration of Olaf Palme, 
the U Jtf. special envoy, that there was a very good 
opportunity to resolve the Iraq- Iran conflict peace- 
fully. 

Editorials of most newspapers dealt with the 
Arab summit meeting that opens Tuesday. They 
hoped that the conference would succeed in resolv- 
ing all Arab differences with the joint determina- 
tion to achieve solidarity, a just peace, and stability, 
as well as determine the fate of the Arab commun- 
ity. A few papers commented on King Khaletfs 
dedication of the naval base and the vital role of the 
navy in defending the country. 


Al Bilad said Tuesday’s summit is an actual

Arabs at the international level. The recent Arab 
counteraction had positive effects, though it 
endangered Arab solidarity, on the adoption of 
constructive drafts that would enable Arabs to real- 
ize their objectives, the paper said.

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Prosperity brings slow change to Japan

TOKYO, (LAI) — Takeo F’ukuda figures 
that he has 40 days of vacation coming but 
that he won't get more than four of them. 
And, he tells his American dinner guests, “I 
took today oft so I only worked until 2.” 
But the 38-year-old. junior executive at 
Hitachi, one of this country's biggest elec- 
tronics firms, isn’t boasting about it He 
thinks if s time to end Jtbe peer pressure that 
keeps him and his colleagues in management 
from enjoying the leisure. rime many Japan- 
ese factory workers already take for granted. 
What is life like in this nation that has 
mounted such a remarkable economic chal- 
lenge to the rest of the world? Seen through 
the eyes of two middledass Japanese 
families, if s dear that prosperity is slowly 
bringing change, both in tboughtand in style, 
to a land where tradition is still strong. 

Fukuda and bis wife, Miwako, are a pro- 
duct of both the. old and the new Japan. His 
parents were wed as a result of an arranged 
marriage; Takeo and Miwako, on die other 
hand, went through school together. 

The Fukudas complain about die system of 
rigid, rote-memory education in most Japan- 
ese schools. Takeo is worried about a lack of 
individuality in his country. Miwako is wining 
to be a traditional housewife and mother now 
but she* s going to design school to prepare for 
a career after their two daughters grow up — 
“a career,'’ she stresses- “not just a job.” 
Gradually opinions like theirs are making 
themselves felt in lifestyles here. 

Most managers in Japan would be consi- 
dered workaholics by American standards, 
candidates perhaps feu* a visit to the company 
shrink. But the five-day work week is slowly 
making inroads. Some companies now dose 
for a short period annually to ensure that 
everyone has some time off, and ante work- 
ers now get more than five weeks off a year, 
almost a? modi as their U.S. counterparts. 

Change occurs in glacier- like movements 
in Japan, and it can hardly wipe out overnight 
an attitude toward work and business con- 


ditioned by the devastation and poverty at' 
the end of Worid War IL The task of climbing 
out of that despair instilled a devotion to 
industrial progress. It produced a people that 
accepts high consumer prices, the result of 
past decades of barriers to foreign competi- 
tion and of laws that restrict the development 
of shopping centers to protect the tiny shops 
that abound in every neighborhood. 

It is ironic that the Japanese consumer 
faces such prices while Japanese goods sell so 
well in the rest of the world. One factor is a 
more complex distribution system in Japan, 
adding a layer or two between the factory and 
the retail store, often preventing even the 

biggest retailers from buying direedy from 
the factory. Another is a built-in 15 per cent 
national excise tax on such luxury goods as 
cars, cameras and television sets. 

As a result, while Americans pay slightly 
more for a Japanese car than the Japanese do, 
they pay $40 to $50 less feu Japanese-made 
color television sets and bicycles. The com- 
parison is all the more striking co nsidering 
Japan’s much lower wage rates. 

Everything from homes and apartments to 
refrigerators and cooking stoves is s mall er, 
reflecting the fact that Japan’s 115 million 
people, about half the population of the 
United States, live in a nation only slightly 
larger than the state of California. 

Household expenditures, which only 10 
years ago averaged to slightly more t h a n a 
third of those in the United States, are now np 
to 60 per cent of the U.S- leveL In the Fukuda 
home and that of Yoshio Teshima. the 
gadgetry — television sets, stereos, electronic 
oven and small appliances — cranes dose to 
mfltf-bfng that of middle-dass American 
homes. 

Yet Teshima, 41, up-and-coming manager 
of interna tional licensing at Toray Industries, 
a mak^.r of synthetic fabrics, doesn’t owff"a~- 
car. He transports his wife, Kuniko, and their 
two daughters by bicyde and by the country* s 
ubiquitous rail system. He considers it a lux- . 
uiy that his suburban home — more like an 
inner-city dwelling by U.S. standards — has a 


patch of lawn about the size of a station 
wagon. 

Though Teshima’s small eo mmuni ty is only 
50 urinates by train from downtown Tokyo, a 
relatively short commute in this city, a visit 
from Westerners is rare. 

Tesh im a’ s small six-room, two-stoiy house 
could pass for Western. It has a full dining 
room table with chairs msfead of the low 
table and cushions at which most Japanese, 
including the Fukudas, take their meals. But 
there are two entire Japanese rooms with 
straw tatann mat floors that turn into bed- 
rooms at night when thin mattresses are pul- 
led oat of dosets and spread on the floors. 

Their dress is Westenn, except drat three 
or four times a year Kuniko dons a veiy for- 
mal and colorful Kimono. It takes her an hour 
to get it on right (Priced wen over $1,500, a 
Kimono is passed down from mother to 
daughter.) 

Te sh i ma* s job earns Mm a little over 6.6 
million yen a year. At 210 yen to the dollar 
that comes to about $31,500. A third of it is 
received in semi-annual bonuses.* Typical of 
Japanese workers at an levels except toe very 
top, Ms pay is only about half to two-thirds 
what a similar job pays in toe United States. 
Top executives fare even worse in compari- 
son, reflecting toe egalitarianism of thk soci- 
ety that keeps toe gap between employer and 
employee relatively small. 

■ At toe same time, the Teshimas’ income 
taxes are lower by half than they would be in 
toe United States.

Give credits for fake courses 


Schools cheat to keep star athletes

LOS ANGELES (King Features) — 
Higher education continues to have a dread- 
ful time recruiting minorities and women. 
The knack of affirmative action eludes our 
universities save in one area : athletics. 

The same school that must be prevailed 
upon to accept a marginally eligible young 
Hispanic chemist wjH take all kinds of 
chances to enroll a Samoan with a temative 
mastery of Fuglish but a blazing competence 
as a middle linebacker. 1 If you’re good at toe 
right extracurricular activities there’ s no such 
thing as being academically unqualified. 

Against that background we can place toe 
most recent scandal over athletic personnel at 
the University of Southern California. In the 
past few days toe school has come forward to 
confess it had admitted hundreds of academi- 
cally sub-par athletes who had been kept in 
school by such bits' of dishonesty as giving 
them credit for passing courses which didn’t 
exist. 

Apparently USCs position is that toe 
blame for this must be dumped on toe 
school's immediate past president, John 
Hubbard, who is now back in toe history 
department whence he came. 

Robert Maynard Hutchins, toe man who 
stopped inter- collegiate football at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, once remarked that a col- 
lege can have a great football team or a great 
president, but not both. The heads of 
sports- mad universities do not have toe 
power to bring their athletic departments to 
heel One ventures to guess if toe vanished 
professor Hubbard had tried to put a stop to 
the athletic shenanigans at USC, he would 
have been pitched out of a window, probably 
by toe same academic committee which is 
now issuing Ieaden-worded reports on the 
scandal. 

The University erf Southern California is 
astoundingly successful year in and year out 
on toe field of sport. It has many more 


national athletic champions than it has Nobel 
laureates. Harvard has many times morp 
Nobel laitrgatffg than it has national athletic 
champions. In neither cay- is this condition 
accidental. It is a function ofhoweach institu- 
tion spends its money. 

Assuming toe professors at USC are at 
least dull normals, they had to know that so 
many world dass athletes weren’t drawn to 



ATHLETES: no academic qna Mi r at i ons 
the university because of toe smog or the 
slummy neighborhood. It has been obvious 
for years to anybody who watches big time 
sports like football on television that USC is a 
minor league training station to toe National 
Football League. 

There is nothing intrinsically wrong with 


that, only with the schoors hypocritical pre- 
tensions to being above tr aining people to 
make a living in professional athletics. 
It recruits Romance^ lan guage majors, 
engineers and law students and hasn’t toe 
slightest objection to giving them a degree 
almost exclusively on toe basis of their profi- 
ciency at their speciality. Why ask a basket- 
ball player to be able to read ? He needs only 
to be able to throw foe ball through toe peach 
basket to get a contract to play with the New 
York or toe Philadelphia 76ers. 

The rotten thing about toe ethics of schools 
like USC is that they usually work to rob the 
athletic student of toe pay his ability should 
command. Every time one of these schools 
has yet another scholastic scholarship scandal 
one wonders if part of toe motivation for toe 
crackdown or whatever you want to call the 
noise and the wailing is that they want to cut 
toe kids’ salaries. It is discreditable toe way 
these big time schools will use their student 
athletes to provide them with entertainment, 
publicity and fund raising oomph and tefl 
their all-American tight end that it would be 
morally wrong to cut him in on toe swag. 

It took older professional atheles a long 
time to get bargaining associations. Players 
hung back because professorial owners are 
powerful, politically connected people. Until 
very recently they were upper class while 
their athletes were lower dass. That is less true 
now, but it is still very much the case with toe 
high school kids recruited and sucked into 
playing for a song or even a whistle by the big 
universities. 

Money aside, to pay players toe going mar- 
ket rate would sting toe schoors amour 
propre. They ding to the notion they’re 
endaves of somewhat less than wordly scho- 
lars, toe gentle. Ivy-covered retreats of Mr. 
Chips. In fact, they are training grounds for 
athletes, guided by toe same ethics and pre- 
cepts which guide General Motors, and they 
could at least play by the not very elevated 
rules of a GM.

More Japanese are borrowing these days, 
bnt mainly to purchase homes. Outstancjmg 
consumer credit is less than a fifth of toe sum 
in the United States and 94- per cent of all 
bank loans to individuals are for housing. 

. The Teshimas have no debt, in part 
because they live in a house supplied by the 
company and pay rent of $48 a month, about 
a tenth what they would pay elsewhere. 
Company-subsidized housing is still preval- 
ent in Japan, though often as few as 30 per 
cent of a major company’s work force will 
accept it. A sign of toe new affluence, work- 
ers prefer to invest in a place of their own. 

What toe Teshimas save on housing, they 
find they have to spend for daily necessities. 
Kuniko pedals to toe food shops almost daily, 
joining the neighborhood women who often 
cany their purchases in a basket on the front 
of the bike and a child on a seat in back. 

She figures on spending about$25 a day for 
food and common household products, or 
$170 a week. And that is mostly for just her 
two daughers and herself, since Yoshio has 
business meetings, travels or just joins Ms 
colleagues at work for drinks and dinner most 
weeknights. A similar U.S. family probably 
would get by for $25 to $50 a week less: it 
would not face $6.50-a-pound coffee and 
$3.60-a-pound grown beet (Chicken costs 
about the same in both countries.) 

Both Teshima and Fukuda work for com- 
panies that maintain extensive leisure 
facilities. Bat for many Japanese, getting on a 
public tennis court means booking a reserva- 
tion months ahead. Playgrounds are found 
only at schools, which dose them after 
school. The children usually wind up playing 
in the narrow streets. Lack of recreation 
facilities remains a major complain tin Japan. 

There are far fewer American items in the 
Teshima household than there are Japanese 
in most American. But they do have a U.S.- 
made electric iron and buy some imported 
American fruits, including oranges at 70 
cents each. 

“ I wanted to buy a big General Electric 
refrigerator (to replace their half-size unit), 
but I discovered toe energy use would be too 
high, ” Yoshio says. Besides, toe freezer sec- 
tion would be wasted on them. They prefer 
fresh food. 

But by Japanese standards, the Teshima 
household uses a good bit of energy to run the 
two color TV sets, stereo, two window air 
conditioners and electric oven, among other 
things. ThcTcshimas typically have no cen- 
tral water heater, using instead small separate 
uni& for toe kitchen and toe lone bath that 
can be switched off when not in use. Two 
oil-burning space heaters, one upstairs and 
one down, supply heating. 

Japan is very energy-conscious, since it 
imports all its oil and is more at toe mercy of 
toe Middle East than is toe United States. In 
high-rise buildings, often only a third of toe 
elevators are used, most billboard lights' go 
out at 8 p.m. and gasoline costs $3.16 a gal- 
lon. The ratio of cars to people is about a third

the US. figure. 

Husbands frequently spend most week 
nights at the office or out on the town with 
co- workers, or in toe case of managers, enter- 
taining clients on generous expense accounts. 
“ I never know when he’s going to get home 
until he arrives.” Fukuda’s wife, Miwako, 
says resignedly. 

The Teshimas did let one added bit of 
Western culture slip into their lives this year. 
They took a foil two- week vacation to the 
beach and toe mountains, “ our first in the 11 
years we’ve been married,” ’ Kuniko 
observes. To toe Fukudas, such a vacation 
sounds like a sabbatical. 

14 The company keeps providing more vac- 
ation but the job keeps increasing,'* he 
explains. “ If those around you don't take toe 
time, you will be criticized for insisting on 
your rights. *' Moreover, while he says it is 
unspoken, the company's personnel depart- 
ment looks at vacation days taken when the 
time comes to award bonuses. 

Uniike Teshima, who gets weekends off, 
Fukuda works most Saturdays. In a country 
where school runs through Saturday morn- 
ing, the two-day weekend is not yet widely 
accepted. Fukuda does get a little time off 
when the whole company takes a long New 
Year’s holiday and adds a day or two to toe 
series of national holidays that occur in what 
toe Japanese call golden week in the spring. 

Like Teshima, Fukuda is tied dosely to his 
company, planning to remain for his entire 
career. As one Toyota Motor Co. executive 
put it, “ those who change companies are not 
to be trusted. ” 

Careers generally end early, however, for 
all but the very top executives. Retirement 
age still averages only 57 years, and despite 
efforts to push it up and meet a potential 
labor shortage, it probably will not reach 60 
before late in this decade. Retirees get a sep- 
aration payment bnt no pension and gener- 
ally must seek lesser-paying jobs. Soria! sec- 
urity payments begin at 65. 

If Fukuda would not think of job-hopping, 
he and Miwako did long ago forsake com- 
pany housing for a home of their own, if only 
a cramped one. As it has for many Ameri- 
cans, however, that derision paid handsome 
dividends. They paid $14,300 for that first 
place 1 0 years ago, sold it three years ago for 


$44,300 to purchase their present apartment, 
a five-room condominium in a typically stark 
3,600-unit development. Now they are about 
to sell again to move to a bigger place with 
separate bedrooms for foeir two girts, Yuka, 
12, and Yuri, 8, and will realize another 
$48,000 profit. The new place will cost 
$153,000, although it is 90 minutes from 
downtown. They will buy it with the help of 
low-cost government and company- 
subsidized loans. 

The many-course dinner of raw fish and 
fried chicken is about over. Miwako serves a 
delicate cheese cake, fresh pears and grapes 
and pours a glass of whiskey for the gentle- 
men as Takeo waxes philosophic. 

“ In Japan, we stuff information into peo- 
ple, but we don't stress individuality, " he 
says. “ We work long hours and cover up the 
lack of creativity with hard work. 1 wonder if 
this going to leave us behind in toe future. 

“ America has gotten along with workers 
less diligent toward the company. I think orig- 
inality is very important. ’* 

He envies the youth of American business 
leaders in contrast to the average age of 65 or 
more in top management of most Japanese 
companies. He fears a decline in his nation's 
vitality. 

” We' re suffering from not having a goal to 
pursue now that we’ve caught up with toe 
U.S., " he says. 

Fukuda’s wife also has some non- 
traditional ideas. She is willing to leave toe 
children at home to go out at night with her 
husband and she pronounces herself fed up 
with an education system that requires a child 
to “ just study, study, study " for college 
entrance exams. She is aggressively 
encouraging 12-year-old Yuka’s artistic tal- 
ent by giving her professional art lessons. 

Still, Japan is anything but a nation of 
rebels. Far more than in the United States, 
there is a consensus about how things should 
be. In a way, affluence has come so quickly to 
Japan that many still find it hard to believe 
that it will last. But as affluence and self- 
confidence continue to grow, change could 
come more rapidly. 

Fukuda says, “ there isn't so much rigidity 
that there isn't room for movement within the 
system. I certainly intend to try to do what I 
can.” 
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Namibia resolution sought 


S.Africa-SWAPO meet asked 


UNITED NATIONS, Nov. 25 (R) - U-N. 
officials were confident Tuesday that South 
Africa leaders and SWAPO guerrillas would 
agree to meet in January to prepare the 
ground for a U.N. plan bringing indepen- 
dence to Namibia (Southwest Africa) by the 
end of 1981. 

The meeting was proposed in a report 
Monday ni gh t by Seer e tary- Ge □ e ral Kurt 
Waldheim after a recent high-level U.N. mis- 
sion to Soath Africa and consultations with 
African and other governments concerned 
with the future of Namibia, ruled by Pretoria 
since the First World War. 

Waldheim said he intended to bold die 
meeting from Jan. 7 to 14. U.N. sources men- 
tioned Maputo and Lusaka as possible loca- 
tions. 

The participants would discuss imp li merit- 
ing a Namibian independence plan endorsed 
by the council more than two years ago 
delayed by disagreements over how it should 
be put into effect. 

The plan calls for a ceasefire in the guerrilla 
war between South Africa and SWAPO

at the start of a seven-month countdown lead- 
ing to a U.N. supervised election. 

Waldheim suggested next March for start- 
ing the plan, to enable the mineral-rich ter- 
ritory and its one million inhabitants to 
achieve independence by the end of 1 98 1 . He 
said the January meeting should indude the 
“parties concerned in the envisaged elec- 
tion.” 


(South West Africa People’s Organization) La addition to SWAPO. this would involve 


members of so-called “internal parties," 
which do not enjoy the special status 
accorded to the guerrilla organization by the 
U.N. General Assembly and are regarded by 
SWAPO and most African states as puppets 
of South Africa. Their representatives are 
expected to appear under the aegis of the 
South African delegation. 

The special status granted to SWAPO in 
die U.N. has been one of the major obstacles, 
as far as South Africa is concerned, in carry- 
ing out the independence plan.

Giscard said behind spying at trade talks 


PARIS, Nov. 25 (AFP) — French Intellig- 
ence Services spied on delegates to the Ken- 
nedy round talks of 1964 at the express 
request of Valery Giscard tf Estaing, finance 
minis ter at the time, the daily Le Monde 
reported in a review of a new book by a

former spy. At the time, Georges Pompidou 
was prime minister and counter espionage 
services came directly under his authority. 

Marcel Le Roy was a top official at the 
French foreign documentation and counter- 
espionage service (SDECE) until January 
1966, when he was suspended after being 
implicated in the kidnapping of Moroccan 
opposition leader Memdi Ben Barka. In his 
book SDECE Sernce'7, written with Philippe 
Bernert and to be published soon here, Le 
Ray said that he was specifically in charge of 
arranging burglaries and break-ins for infor- 
mation gathering at SDECE. 

He described himself as a French pioneer 
of this type of operation, which was later to 
gain notoriety in the United States with the 
Watergate affair under President Richard 
Nixon. 

At the time of the Kennedy round .talks on 
trade between the United States and the 
Common Market, wrote Le Roy, Giscard 
<f Estaing wanted a preview erf the position of 
the U.S. negotiator, Under-Secretary of 
State George Ball. 

With this in mind, the SDECE bugged 
BalT s hotel room at the Hotel Majestic in 
Cannes and set up a clandestine laboratory 


for photographing documents at the hoteL 

One night a SDECE opera teve broke into 
Ball's room, ru mmaging til rough the sleeping 
delegation leader's pockets for notes which 
were later returned after being microfilmed. 
Le Roy” s book said that under the presidency 
of Charles De Gaulle, French intelligence 
activities were reoriented toward targets 
which were no longer necessarily part of the 
Eastern bloc. 

At the height of its activities, Le Roy’s 
service at SDECE managed to openTrom 20 
to 27 diplomatic pouches a day, intercepting 
and decoeing embassy maiL This operation 
was extended to conclude pouches of the 
ambassadors of African countries considered 
friends of F ran ce 

The forme? spy also disclosed that in 1960, 
on formal orders of De Gaulle, the SDECE 
provided the Co mmunis t Chinese with the 
measurement instruments needed for their 
first nudear test, carried out in 1964. 

Le Roy, who in 1967 was cleared of 
charges relating to the Ben Barka affair but 
was Qot permitted to resume work at 
SDECE, added that he had a solid alibi prov- 
ing his non-involvement in the kidnapping 
but that it could not be officially acknow- 
ledged.

George Raft, film Hough guy,’ dies 


LOS ANGELES. Nov. 25 (AFP) — 
American movie actor George Raft, famous 
for his “tough guy” screen roles, died Mon- 
day of leukemia in a Los Angeles hospital, the 
hospital announced. 

Raft, 85. had appeared in more than 100 
films, including Scarface, Casino Ray ale. 
Some Like It Hat, and Around the WorUin SO 
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Days . 

A hospital spokesman said that the actor 
had been admitted a year ago and had been in 
a coma for several days. 

Raft, was brought up in the shim neighbor- 
hoods of New York. He was a boxer, an elec- 
trician and a baseball player before becoming 
a dancer in nightclubs run by gang bosses. 

With the advent of the talkies Raft secured 
his first screen role in Taxi and never looked 
back. With his fiat voice and menacing air he 
went downhill with the public, though the 
critics never thought much of him. 

His career really took off with Scaiface in 
1933 and he was on top of the U.3. screen 
stars salary league up to the Second World 
War. Afterwards with thq end of thegangster^ 
movie vogue he slipped a bit, but soil secured ' 
good roles. 

Despite his wealth — he like to boast of his 
1,000 suits 100 pairs of shoes and 200 shirts 
— he was often in financial difficulty, and in 
1965 he was tried on tax fraud charges. 

A year later he testified before a federal 
grand jury on die financial dealings of the 
Mafia and was barred from Britain, where he 
owned a casino. Raft always protested 
against the character attributed to him, say- 
ing, “Tve never been locked up. I’ve never 
taken a drink, 1 never hurt anybody and gave 
affray money away, so how come I got this 
bum reputation?”

Official sources in Lisbon blame the arrests 
and expulsions on the growing disagreements 
between the tiny republic's security forces 
and President Manuel Pinto da Costa, gener- 
ally considered a pro-Western moderate. 

The security forces have been trained by 
East German and Cuban instructors since the 
islands' independence in 1975 and their 
power has in recent months been steadily 
growing at the expense of the president, the 
sources said. 

Portugal thinks Communist countries are 
taking advantage of die contradictions within 
the government to put pressure on the 
strategically- situated island republic to 
reduce its ties with the West 
According to the Portuguese official 
sources, the Sao Tome security forces con- 
ducted the idea of a Portuguese coup plot 
against Da Costa to strain relations between 
the head of state and Portugal. 

There has been an unresolved power 
struggle within the ruling Movement for the 
Independence of Sao Tome and Principe ever 
snee the country's transition to indepen- 
dence in 1975. During PortugaTs colonial 
rule, the Movement was split between an 
externa] faction, based in Gabon, and a more 
radical blade power one which kept die 
movement alive at home. 

Sao Tome was a key link in the air bridge 
that supplied Biafra during the Nigerian civil 
war from 1967 to 1970 and was also a refuel- 
ing step for the airlift of Cuban troops to 
Angola in 1975. For the last three years, the 
political atmosphere of the islands has been 
dominated by government fears of an 
impending coup. 

The latest political tension in Sao Tome 
coincides with last week’s coup in Guinea- 
Bissau, the first successful attempt to over- 
throw a government in Portugal's former 
African colonies. Like Guinea-Bissau, Sao 
Tome and Principe has suffered a serious 
economic decline since indpendence. Coffee 
and cocoa production, which is the mainstay 
of Sao Tome's agricultural economy, has 
slumped with the neglect of the island's once 
privately-owned estates. 

Lack of maintenance to the terraces on Sao 
Tome’s steep hillsides, where the cash crops 
are grown, a resulted in huge landslides and 
widespread erosion causing permanent dam- 
age to agriculture. 

The arrest of alleged conspirators in Sao 
Tome has taken place regularly ance 1977. 

In 1978 troops from Angola and Guinea- 
Bissau were flown in to the islands after the 
government said it faced immin ent invasion 
by foreign mercenaries. 

The Portuguese government estimates that 
Angolan forces totalling 500 to 880 men are 
stiff there. But African diplomatic sources 
said only a handful of Angolan instructors 
remained in Sao Tome to help train the coun- 
try's -security forces.

during weekends, allowing cars with odd-

According to government officials the two 
• measures are meant to make the Greeks real- 
ize there is an international economic reces- 
sion and they have to spend less. 

Prime Minister George Rallis made a tele- 
virion broadcast earlier this month in which 
he appealed to the Greeks to show self- 
restraint to help the government fight infla- 
tion, r unning at 25 per cent for the second 
consecutive year and drawing criticism from 
EEC members. 

Another headache for the government is 
the low standard of a swollen civil service. 
Although about 40 per cent of the annual 
state budget goes towards paying salaries and 
pensions of dvil servants, the effidency erf the 
system leaves much to be desired. 

The government is presently struggling to 
encourage civil servants to leam foreign lan- 
guage^, essential after the counter's entry in 


tire Common Market. It has organized crash 
courses for senior dvil servants who will have 
to deal with community affairs. 

The liberal daily To Vans recently carried 
out a survey that showed Greece wifl gave 
120 official tanslators in January next year 
whereas it needs 650 to translate EEC docu- 
ments and regulations concerning Greece. 

The newspaper said that so far the govea- 
ment has hired people on the bn s i s of their 
party affiliations and not their qualifications. 
E x ist ing programs for the education of dvil 
servants to cope with community affaire are 
insuffident and problems will arise once 
Greece joins the EEC, the paper said. 

Universities have not taken initiatives to 
teach community law and economic issues 
related to the Common Market, the news- 
paper concluded in its survey. An effort will 
also have to be made to simplify red tape, 
which has so far discouraged foreign 
businessmen and investors. 
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Rainy summer spurs migration 


Japanese farmers flee snows for city jobs 


TOKYO, Nov. 25 (AP) — The first snows 
of the year have descended on the seduded 
farm hamlets of northern Japan, the seasonal 
signal for their men, many with faces wizened 
with age and hands chapped with cold, to 
board trains for another winter of work in 
Tokyo and other dries. . 

By mid-winter, when the snow readies the 
eaves of farm houses in northern Tohoku and 
Hokkaido, many small communities will be 
without their husbands and fathers until the 
thaw and the spring planting. 

The winter migrants, often exploited in 
Japan’s economic rebirth in the 19S0s and 
1960s, today are better protected by labor 
standards when they join construction crews 
or take jobs on the assembly line. 

Even so, government and labor officials 
agree that the “dekasegT — those who leave 
home for mpney — are an unhappy, anomaly 
in this nation known for a secure, lifetime 
employment system: 

Labor ministry figures show the number of 
migrants who found jobs through public emp- 
loyment offices — thought to be only about 
half the actual number of migrant workers — 
has decreased steadily from 513,000 in the 
pre-oil recession year of 1 972 to 302,000 last 
year. Most come from the north. 

This winter, the number erf farmers leaving 
home may be increasing , again, foDowing a. 
cold, rainy summer that destroyed up to half 
the rice crop in some areas of Tohoku, the 
northernmost region of the main island of 
-Honshu and one of. Japan's poorest areas.' 
Business is also on the upswing in Japan now, 
and the migrants and other expendable part- 
time workers are in demand agafr£^ 

Nissan Motor Co., makers of Datsun vehi- 
cles, plans to hire 2,509 part-time workers his 
winter, with top priority given to people from 
areas where crops were damaged. 

Ydumasa Kikudii, head erf the labor minis- 
tiy’s special labor policy sention, said mig- 
rants can now earn a respectable monthly 
wage of $950 about two-thirds of average 
wages for full-time laborer. Labor standards 
require employers to provide decent housing 
and safe work conditions, he said. 

Kikuchi added that unlike the past, when 
fanners had to leave home simply to feed and 
doth .' their families, today’s more prosper- 
ous, heavily subsidized fanners can make 
enough money in winter jobs in Tokyo or 
Osaka to “buy a second car ora new tractor." 

Problems nevertheless continue. The aver- 
age ale 'of the migrants shuffling through 
Ueno Station, Tokyo’s rail gateway from the 
north, is rising. Kikuchi said half the migrants 
are 45 years or older, a result of the aging of 
rural Japan and the reluctance of younger 
men to leave their families - 
~ Manzo Sato, chjef of. the government- 
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supported Aitaperfecture DekasegT aid soc- 
iety, said that of 46 Akita workers who died 
from accidents or illness while working in 
Tokyo last year, almost all were elderly men 
hit by strokes or heart attacks. 

The government subsidizes medical 
examinations for workers heading for the 
diy, “but more than half pass up the medical 
check because they are afraid of being told to 
stay home,” Sato said. 

His office has 10 people answering com- 
plaints from tire 30,000 residents of Akita 
prefecture who come job hunting in Tokyo 


every winter. They also inspect the work rites 
and lodgings and provide help when, as in 1 1 
cases last year, employers disappear without 
paying migrants for their labors. 

Salo said his prefecture has tried to create 
winter jobs for its residents, "but the reality is 
that there are more openings and more 
money in Tokyo.” 

The government has spent almost $38 bil- 
lion in the past decade to improve living stan- 
dards and prevent depopulation in rural 
areas. But high-paying industries and the cul- 
ture life which attracts the young are still 
found primarily in the big Cities.

LONDON. Nov. 25 (Agenaes) — Bri- 
tain's conservative government cut the coun- 
try’s high mini mum lending rate by 2 per cent 
to 14 per cent Monday, and introduced a 
package of reductions in public expenditure 
and higher indirect taxes. Chancellor of the 
Exchequer Sir Geoffrey Howe imposed the 
new economies in an apparent bid to restore 
credibility to the IS- month-old government’s 
strict monetarist policies, which failed in their 
key aim of controlling the money supply. 

Howe announced increases in health and 
social security payments by employees, an 
end to the automatic index- Lin k for retire- 
ment pensions, a windfall tax on North Sea 
oil, a $1 .63 billion reduction in funding for 
the heavily losing nationalized industries, and 
a new 3 per cent squeeze on funds for local 
authorities. 

Sir Geoffrey admitted that both govern- 
ment borrowing and the growth in money 
supply would be greater this year than 
expected. To get the government economic 


strategy back on course, he announced cuts 

to taling more than S2.4 billion in public 
spending next year. 

This is the fifth time the conservative gov- 
enraent has cut public spending since it took 
office in May 1979. 

Sir Geoffrey said the arts would indude 
$480 million less to be spent on defense. 

Defense spending. Sir Geoffrey said, 
would grow by 2.5 per cent in real terms both 
this year and next year. 

Britain and other NATO countries bad 
pledged to increase defense spending by 
three per cent a year in real terms to count era 
Soviet military build-up. 

There had been increasing speculation that 
Britain and some other NATO countries, hit 
by recession, would be unable to meet the 
target. 

Mrs. Margaret Thatcher the prime minis- 
ter, an outspoken critic of the.Soviet military 
build-up, has always put defense among her 
top priorities. 


Tower seeks to rebuild 
navy, protect oil routes 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 25 (AFP) — The 
United States must bolster its naval presence 
in the Indian ocean to protect oil routes and 
discourage “Soviet adventurism,” according 
to John Tower, future chairman of the 
influential Senate armed forces committee. 

“I attach first priority to rebuilding our 
navy so that we will be capable of maintaining 
a full-time presence in the Indian Ocean 
without drawing down on our commitments 
in Europe and Asia,” the Texas Republican 
senator said here Monday during a meeting 
with reporters. 

Tower said he believed the U.S. navy needs 
two additional aircraft carriers, each with a 
normal complement of escort vessels. The 
navy now has 13 carriers, more than any 
other nation. 

He said Reagan’s administration will 
strengthen U.S. military forces, which he said 
were in a state of “dangerous inferiority’ to 
the Soviet Union. 

Sen. Tower’s name has been widely men- 
tioned in speculation about president-elect 
Ronald Reagan's choice for defense secret- 
ary. 


The United States at present would be 
unable to stop a Soviet overland invasion of 
Iran. Sen. Tower said, adding that a strong 
U.S. naval presence in the Indian Ocean 
might dissuade such an incursion. 

Sen. Tower said a decision will be made 
shortly after Reagan takes office Jan. 20 on 
the controversial of intercontinental missile, 
and on a replacement for the B-52 bomber. 

“ Within three years, we will not have the 
forces to support a credible mid ear strategy 
without dramatic action,” he said. 

He blamed an “erosion” in the level of 
U.S. military life for a‘ several manpower 
shortage which he said had the army under 
strength by 45,000 non-commissioned 
officers, ihe navy by 22,000 and the air force 
by more than 6,000 pilots. 

Tower indicated that the incoming 
administration had no intention of reducing 
the number of U.S. troops stationed in West- 
ern Europe. 

In the meantime, U.S. money supply 
continued io surge in the second week of 
- November, the Federal Reserve Board (the 
Fed) reported Monday.

European parliament, EEC 
discuss budget proposals 


BRUSSELS, Nov. 25 (AFP) — The 
budgetary proposals of the tight-fisted EEC 
coundT of ministers and the European parli- 
ament seemed irrecondlable this week after 
the ministers met with a delegation from the 
Strasbourg-based assembly. French Budget 
Minister Mauric Papon and representatives 
from Britain and West Germany stressed 
Saturday that the European Economic 
Community (EEC) could not have a big- 
spending budget while its member nations 
have mounted austerity measures. 

The parliament has proposed a budget of 
more than $28,000 mini on for 1981, 25 per 
cent higher than this year's. 

Also, it appeared unlikely that the parlia- 
ment’s amendments of an EEC commission 
budget, calling for special spending on reg- 
ional development as well as the social and 
energy sectors, would be retained by the 
ministers. 

In her speech before the ministers, parlia- 
ment President Simoneg Veil, also of France, 
said die parliament proposal would only 
involve a 14 per cent increase in the budget if 
one exduded the scheduled 1981 reim- 
bursement to Britain, part of the negotiated 
reduction in London’s EEC contribution. 

Meanwhile, EEC foreign ministers were to 
meet again to dismss an unpublished working 
document on the European Mideast initia 


tive, embarked on last. June at the Venice 
summit. The document is intended for the 
s ummi t of European heads of government 
and state planned for next week in Luxem- 
bourg. 

The document deals with the problems of 
Israeli with drawl from occupied territories, 
Palestinian self-determination, the security 
of regional states, especially Israel, and the 
status of Jerusalem. 

The foreign ministers also are to examine 
this evening Cyprus’s possible move into the 
second stage of association with the EEC. 
This next step, already postponed several 
times, would involve major customs conces- 
sions. 

France and several other countries remain 
opposed to this development, while Nicosia 
wants an EEC co mmitm ent on tile second 
stage and a better deal on exports of agricul- 
tural products, especially potatoes and car- 
rots. 

On Tuesday, the ministers will examine 
EEC- Japanese commercial relations, the 
decision to set EEC steel production quotas, 
limits on imports of Thai manioc, and the 
import:ScheduIe_for New Zealand butter. 

* The president of the European parliament, 
Mrs. Simone Veil, told EEC finance minis- 
ters in Istanbul they should not make severe 
cats in the community’s 1981 budget because 
of a current recession.

LONDON. Nov. 25 (AFP) — This year's 
world wheat harvest estimate has been 
reduced sharply by 1 1 BOO, 000 metric tons in 
the past month to 433 minion tons aHowiog 
- the the crop in the Soviet Union, the Interna- 
tiona) Wheat Council (I WO revealed in a 
report Monday. But, despite this reduction, 
the council warned, this figure should be 
“interpreted with caution" in the absence of 
an official estimate from the Soviet Union. 

While this total is 8,000,000 tons above 
last year’s output it would be 10,000.000 tons 
below the record harvest in 1978. 

*The stock situation showed little change in 
the five major exporters (United States. 
Canada, Argentina, Australia and the Euro- 
pean Economic Community), compared with 
amonth ago, at 42,000,000 tons at the end of 
their respective crop years. But the council 
pointed out that a "significant proportion" of 
those stocks were not immediately available 
to the market. In the EEC, purchases by 
intervention agencies (minimum price deals 
with fanners) have been unusually heavy, 
while, in the United States, the farmer- 
owned reserve was almost 10,000,000 tons at 
Nov. 5.) 

World trade in the wheat marketing year 
(July- June) is still esti mated at a record figure 
as in October, with the outputrequiremeut of 
the Soviet Union and China at 13,000.000 
tons v, against 1 1.900,000 tonsa year ago) and 
12^00,000 tons (against .8,700,000 tons) 
respectively. The U.S.- China four-year grain 
agreement, involving 6 to 8 million tons of 
grain (mostly wheat) a year over four years 
from 1981, is still being evaluated and is not 
included in these estimates, council sources 
said.

Navratilova cites 
family problems 
for tennis decline 

MELBOURNE, Nov. 25 (AP) —Tennis 
champion Martina Navratilova revealed in an 
interview here on Tuesday that personal 
problems and frustration with her family 
caused her to lose form this year. 

Navratilova said she had hoped her 
mother, father and sister would have settled 
with her in Virginia, but her father, who could 
not speak English and wasn’t anxious to 
learn, found he could not adjust to the 
American way of life. 

“So my father and mother decided that 
living in Prague was better for them than 
America,” said Navratilova. “My father 
wanted his old job back and to be with his 
many friends. 

“So they have gone back for good. 1 have 
no doubt they will be able to visit me again in 
America because the Czechoslovakians mow 
they would return. 

“It was emotionally upsetting and frustrat- 
ing when they returned to Prague,” added 
Navratilova. 

Navratilova said it wasn’t until a month ago 
that she found she was regaining her form 
with her win over Tracy Austin in last Sun- 
day’s final in Tokyo and made her feel confi- 
dent a gain. 

“I really feel I can win the Australian Open 
on this trip and I'm hoping to regain my 
Wimbledon title next year and win back the 
No. 1 spot in the world. 

Asked if she would ever return to Prague, 
from where she defected, to visit her parents, 
she said: “Not until I get my American citi- 
zenship. Without a visa I would see myself 
being put into jafl.” 

A further question to Navratilova asked? if 
she had any regrets. She answered: “No I 
would do it all over again. I would never want 
to live back in Czechoslovakia." 

Navratilova arrived in Melbourne on 
Tuesday on a fligh t from Tokyo. 


Mandlikova was forced to a tie-breaker 
which she won 7-3, but then used her potent 
serve-volley combination to take charge at 
the net during the second set. 

The Czech was prepared for a tough match 
after she learned that Uttie had defeated the 
22-year- old South African, Tanya Harford, 
in the opening round three sets. 

“Ifs always difficult to play the first round 
on grass and I knew she would be tough, as 
Tanya is a very good grass court player.” 

Mandlikova now faces Californian Bar- 
bara Hallquist and is headed for a quarter- 
final show-down with Romanian Virginia 
Ruzid, whom she defeated last week in Ams- 
terdam. 

Mandlikova, who won three tournaments 
in a row in Australia last year, attributes her 
sudden burst in the world’s top ten to her new 
coach, Dutch former Wimbledon finalist 
Betty Stove, who has taught the teenager 
patience and concentration. 

Previously coached by Czechoslovakian 
Vera Sukova, Mandlikova switched to Stove 
because of her 11 year’s experience on the 
world tour and her understanding of tennic 
strategy. 

Under Czech tennis federation rules, this 
year is tire first Mandlikova is able to keep her 
prize money, and already through play ing in 
this tournament she will make a cool AS 
115,000 solely from the Colgate bonus pooh 
for finishing on top on the ladder ahead of 
Chris Lloyd. 

The No. 4 tournament seed, Australian 
Wendy Turnbull, turns 28 on Wednesday and 
on Tuesday gave herself an early birthday 
present with a 6-2 6-3 victory over American 
Lele Forood.

NOTTINGHAM, England, Nov. 25 
(AFP) — English First Division side Nottin- 
gham Forest strongly denied rumors that it is 
interested in signing Argentina's World Cup 
striker Mario Kempes. 

Forest's assitant manager Peter Taylor 
scotched talk that the European champions, 
currently going through a bleak spell of 
defeats in the English First Division, wanted 
to tempt the South American away from 
Spanish side Valencia.

Taylor, who said that he and manager 
Brian Gough were extremely anxious about 
the side's recent run of defeats, admitted that 
Nottingham Forest's Swiss international mid- 
field player Raimondo Ponte was having 
problems at the dub. 

He said Ponte was obviously unhappy that 
he had not yet earned the right to a regular 
first team place.

Italy braces for 3,000 dead 


ROME, Nov. 25 (AFP) — Barely a village 
was spared by the earthquake on Sunday 
night in Irpinia, the desolate mountain region 
between Naples and Potenza. 

Chances of finding more survivors were 
fading and official estimates of the final toll 
went as high as 3,132. 

The interior ministry said early Tuesday 
that 966 bodies had been pulled from the 
wreckage — scattered over 15,000 square 
kms and 97 municipalities — but the army’s 
rescue coordination center and Italian radio 
both mentioned 3,132. 

Tens of thousands of people Monday spent 
their second night in the open huddled by 
fires, wraped in blankets and as far away as 
possible from any buildings still standing. 

Italian authorities did not realize the full 
measure of the disaster until late Monday 
morning when helicopters crossed the region. 
In each mountain crevice, behind each hill, 
they spotted another village through the fog, 
ruined or badly damage. 

Dozens of isolated villages had to go 
through most of die day without water, medi- 
cal help, electricity or telephone. 

The fog further hampered the progress of 
rescue teams making their way slowly along 
roads littered by boulders and mud and split 
open in places by the quakes. 

In Sant’s Angelo dei Lombardi — where 
half the town's inhabitants are missing — in 
Lioni Anscooza and other towns, survivors 
had to wait most of the day for help, sifting 
through rubble with their bare hands. Most of 
die little towns were flattened and in 
Sant' Angelo people were said to be in a state 
of collective shock. 

Late Monday Interior Minister Virgilio 
Rognom announced that ail stricken villages 
had been reached. 

Food and medical supplies were in short 
supply but money began pouring in from all 
over Italy, and soon from overseas. In the 
northern industrial city of Turin where 
15,000 migrant workers are from die south, 
$600,000 was collected by Monday night. 

Shocked Italians watched earthquake 
scenes on television Monday night, with film 
from Balvano. where the church colapsed 
during evening mass, showing soldiers carry- 
ing a line of coffins bearing still unidentified 
bodies. 

Pope John Paul II set out early Tuesday to 
comfort survivors. President Sandro Pertini 
wept as he toured worst-hit villages Monday. 

the government has put relief operations 
in the hands of Giuseppi Zamberletti who 
handled operations in Fruili in 1976 when 
over 900 people died in tremors around 
Udine. Zamberletti will run operations from 
Naples and will have troops at his disposal in 
addition to the fire brigade and carabinieri. 

Tuesday convoys of rescue teams were 
awaiting provisions outside the town of Avel- 
lino.

Half population missing 

Tiny Sant 9 Angelo stunned 


SANT ANGELO DEI LOMBARDY, 
Italy, Nov. 25 (AFP) — Almost half the 
population of this little town of 5,000 people 
is missing following Sunday night's earth- 
quake which reduced the place to rubble. 

Only 2.000 responded to the quick roll-call 
made by die first resale workers who reached . 
tne town Monday afternoon. Although some 
could be beard still alive under the debris and 
others were thought to have fled, the sur- 
vivors fear the worst. 

Already some 400 bodies- wrapped in 
makeshift shrouds lay on the side of the 800 
meter hill on which the town is perched. 
Among them were 10 new-bom babies killed 
in the collapse of the newly-built hospital. 

All the doctors were dead. So the injured 
lay untended in the rubble strewn street. Sur- 
vivors frantically searching for relatives dug 
with their hands alongside rescue workers 
equipped with power shovels. 

The mayor, the Priest and all the town 
councillors were EHed. The stunned, leader- 
less villagers never thought to light fires to 


attract rescue teams, as neighboring com- 
munities did. 

The telephone and electricity were cut off 
by the quake. So Sant* Angelo is linked to the 
outside world only by a narrow 50 kilometers 
of road whose surface is now split and bridges 
smashed, rendering access by trucks and 
excavators extremely difficult 

An estimated 90 per cent of the town has 
been destroyed including the police bar- 
racks, the courts, the prison fortunately 
empty — and both churches. 

A pall of dust and fog bangs over the place. 
The silence is broken only by the sound of the 
exchange, the cries of those still buried and 
the grieving of the survivors. 

Polish trainmen 
resume walkouts 
as talks continue 


‘Gang’ pair 
say Jiang 
hatched plot 

PEKING. Nov. 25 (Agencies) — The two 
youngest members of the “ Gang of Four” 
have confessed that Chairman Mao Tse- 
Toung's widow Jiang Qing as the chief 
instigator of a plot to frame the late Premier 
Chou Enlai and Communist Party Vice- 
Chairman Deng Xiaoping in reports to Mao. 
the New China News Agency reported. 

The report came shortly before three 
elderly ex-generals went on trial Tuesday as 
China unfolded a sensational 1971 plot to 
murder Mao — code-named “ B52 ” — and 
grab power with possible military aid from 
die Soviet Union. 

A terse statement from the foreign minis- 
try said only the tribunal was convened at 3 
p.m. and “ continued to investigate facts of 
nffpns« of the conspiracy of the Lin Biao 
counter-revolutionary dique to murder 
("hah-man Mao and engineer an armed coup 
d'etat.” 

The three defendants were the alleged 
front-line commander of the pl ot. J iang 
Tengjiao, 61, former political commissar of 
the air force in Nanjing, Huang Yougsheng, 
70, former army chief of general staff, and Li 
Zuopend, 66 former navy political commis- 
sar. Their three lawyers were present in the 
air force auditorium filled with more than 
600 spectators. 

The New China News Agency, giving 
details of the confessions, said the Gang real- 
ized that Mao's proposal to appoint Deng as 
first vice-premier of the state council con- 
stituted an obstarle to their efforts to usurp 
party and state leadership.'’ It said Jiang 
Qing summoned the three others to work out 
a scheme. They decided that (former Shan- 
ghai factory worker) Wang Hongwen should 
go to “ the central dty of Chansha to see 
Chairman Mao and make false charges 
against Chou Enlai, Deng Xiaoping and 
others, '* it said. 

In an official account that reads like a 
screenplay, the three defendants and two 
others are accused of scheming to attack 
Mao’s train with flamethrowers and 
bazookas. When that failed, they reportedly 
tried to flee south and set up a rival regime 
wife diplomatic ties to the Soviet Union. 

Details of the plot have been emerging as 
China tries its two infamous radical troups : 
the “ Gang of Four” led by Mao's widow 
Jiang Qing, and the “ Lin Biao Counter- 
revolutionary Clique-” 

The trials opened last Thursday before a 
special tribunal of the supreme people's court 
and are continuing in alternating sessions in 
separate locations. All 10 defendants face a 
possible death sentence. The court’s sentence 
is finaL

Iran forwards 
questions to 
U.S. officials 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25 (R) — Iran has 
submitted five lists of questions through dip- 
lomatic channels in response to U.S. propos- 
als for ending the year-long hostage crisis. 
Secretary of State Edmund Musk’re lias 
announced. 

Cautioning that the 52 hostages may 
remain in captivity for quite a while, Muskic 
said Iran's willingness to work through dip- 
lomatic channels was a positive step in view of 
its earlier insistence on negotiations in public. 
Speaking in reporters at the State Depart- 
ment, Musltie said he did not yet know dails 
of Iran's questions nor whether the listts of 
information sought amounted to a final 
response to the two-week-okl U.S. proposal. 

“We know they want some information 
external to the proposal itself. We know of 
some five lists of information they are 
requesting. But beyond that we do not have 
any indication whether that is everything or 
whether in addition to that they have other 
questions or other clarifications he said. 

Besides requesting information from the 
U.S. government, Iran in fee past three 
weeks has sought information about fee U.S. 
legal system and of limitations on fee presi- 
dent from American lawyers and fin an da] 
institutions, Muskie said. 

“They certainly have had access to a great 
deal of professional and legal opinion, which 
we have undertaken to provide, but also 
which they have solidted themselves,” he 
said.

WARSAW, Nov. 25 (AP) — Rail workers 
resumed warning strikes Tuesday on commu- 
ter lines in Warsaw and Gdansk despite 
last-minute negotiations aimed at settling fee 
wage and bargaining rights dispute. 

In Warsaw, the local chapter of Solidarity 
announced work stoppages at five more 
plants around fee capital to demand fee 
release of Jan Narazniak, a printer arrested in 
connection wife fee theft of a classified court 
document. 

The five plants, including electronics and 
machine works, are in addition to fee Ursus 
Tractor Factory, where workers shut down 
the assembly line Monday to demand Naroz- 
niak’s release. 

Talks aimed at settling fee wage dispute 
began late Monday in fee locomotive round- 
house in Wroclaw, which is coordinating fee 
job action. Government and Solidarity 
negotiators resumed talks at 5 a-m. but were 
halted after a few hours for breakfast and 
consultations. Vice Minister for Transport 
Czeslaw Gosdlowicz was leading fee talks for 
fee government side. 

The union staged a two-hour warning 
strike on fee lines Monday and vowed to 
extend it to four hours Tuesday. If progress is 
not made by Wednesday, railway workers are 
threatening to spread their action to Wroclaw 
and other cities. 

Gold prices fall 

LONDON, Nov. 25 (AP) — The dollar 
was mostly lower against major currencies on 
world foreign exchanges Tuesday. Gold 
prices also fell. 

One cause of the dollar's drop was the lat- 
est surge int the growth of fee U.S. money 
supply, dealers said. Tight credit controls by 
the U-S. Federal Reserve Board, raising 
interest rates, could hinder economic recov- 
ery. 

Gold prices fell wife dealers citing no fresh 
news to spark fee decline. Quoted in New 
York at fee dose Moaday at $617.50 a troy 
ounce, gold fell $20.04 in Hong Kong Tues- 
day to dose at $620.97. 

In Zurich mid-morning fee metal traded at 
$616 JO compared wife $63 1 JO at fee dose 
Monday, and in London, Europe’s other 
leading bullion mart, gold was quoted at 
$613 JO compared wife S629J0. 

Silver also was lower, quoted in London at 
.$17,90 an ounce compared wife $1 9 late 

Monday.
